Jesus did rise from the grave! 
You remember how He was seen 
by Mary and Mary Magdalene, 
then by others of the disciples, 
and later by about five hundred 
“brethren’’ at one time. In I Cor- 
inthians 15, we learn of someone 
else who saw Jesus after His cru- 
cifixion. Paul, after telling of those 
who had seen Jesus, said, “And 
last of all he was seen of me also, 
as of one born out of due time. 
For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an 
apostle, because I persecuted the 
church of God.” 


But how could Paul have seen 
Jesus? This was written perhaps 
twenty years later. After Jesus’ 
death, Paul, who was then called 
Saul, was not saved. He had even 
been helping to kill those who 
loved Jesus. You remember when 
Stephen was stoned to death be- 
cause he preached about Jesus, 
Saul was holding the coats of 
those who threw the stones. 

Jesus made a special appearance 
for Paul. You can read about 
it in Acts 9. Saul (Paul’s old 
name), who hated Jesus, had got- 
ten a special letter from the high 
priest permitting him to even kill 
Christians. And he left Jerusalem 
to go to Damascus. The Bible 
says he was “breathing out 
threatenings and slaughter’ 
against the Christians. But as he 
was on the road to Damascus 
something happened that com- 
pletely changed Saul, and made 
him Paul, and that has changed the 
lives of thousands since. Sudden- 
ly a light shone from Heaven and 
a voice said, “Saul, why persecu- 
test thou me?” 

Saul, who had fallen to the 
ground, answered, “Who art thou, 
Lord?” And the voice answered, 
“IT am Jesus whom thou persecu- 
test: it is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks.” 

And from what Paul wrote in 
I Corinthians, we know that he 
saw Jesus then. He was sorry 
right then for his sins. And he 
said, “Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do?” Then Jesus told him 
to go on into Damascus and He 
would send help to him.

was at what the Lord told him 
to do. Ananias was told to go 
to a certain address, find Paul, 
touch him so that he could see 
again. (He was blind from the 
time the light shown from Heav- 
en.) Ananias argued back a little 
with the Lord. He said, ‘Lord, I 
have heard about how mean this 
man has been to Christians, and 
how he came here to put in prison 
all who love you.’ Of course the 
Lord knew all about the threats, 
and He said, ‘Don’t worry! Saul 
will be a choice vessel, a special 
one for Me to use to bring the 
Gospel to kings and to those who 
are not Jews.’ 

Now I suspect Ananias was 
still scared, but he loved the Lord 
and did as he was told. When he 
put his hands on Saul, he could 
see again, and he was filled with 
the Holy Ghost. Jesus was now 
preparing him for the job He had 
for him. From then on, Paul was 
preaching and teaching, and many 
times we read that men tried to 
kill him, as he had tried to kill 
other Christians, because he 
preached to them about Jesus.

John Rice has always preached 
much about the home and insisted 


that children could be raised, even | 


in our sin-crazed twentieth cen- 
tury, in such a way that 
would never go wrong, but would 
always live for God. From the 
very first, folks came to him and 
said, “Your children are small 
now. Wait till they become teen- 
agers. Or wait until they are 
grown and leave your home and 
authority. You will see it is not 
So easy.” 

As I write ‘these lines his chil- 
dren are grown and all have 
left his house and _ authority. 
Yet a sweeter family of daughters 
could not be found anywhere, all 
of them in full-time service fo1 
the Lord Jesus Christ or married 
to a man in full-time Christian 
work of some kind. 

All of his boys were girls and 
the first of his six daughters, 
Grace, was born October 22, 1922. 
After Grace, Mary Lloys, Eliza- 
beth, Jesse Ruth and Joanna were 
born in a series of about two 
years apart. Six years later an- 
other baby came along whom the 
Rices called Joy. Describing it. in 
his book, The Home—Courtship, 
Marriage and Children, when dis- 
cussing birth control, he said: 


I remember when my wife 
and I first learned that our 
sixth daughter was on the way 
to our home. I was so busy that 
I thought, with a little vexa- 
tion, that another child would 
be a burden. The mother was 
active in church work, _ taught 
a large class of young women 
in Sunday School, had much 
visitation to do, besides her 
mothering of five daughters 
God had previously given. I 
thought that another child 
would be a burden and I feared 
that there would be many prob- 
lems in connection with rearing 
a sixth one coming six years 
after the fifth one. But how 
groundless were my fears! When 
the little one came, we named 
her Sarah Joy—Sarah for my 
beloved mother who has long 
been in Heaven, and Joy be- 
cause that is exactly what she 
was. Oh, how she lightened my 
burdens! I was carrying a load 
of work almost insupportable, 
yet I found myself growing 
young again playing with my 
baby! I have had more joy in 
teaching her, more delight in 
watching her grow, more fel- 
lowship with her, perhaps, than 
with any of the other five be- 
loved daughters. The others I 
love as much, but this one I 
seemed to need more! How 
foolish I would have been if I 
had taken any -means to pre- 
vent this gift which God so 
graciously gave to our home! 
There has never been a moment 
since she was born that I could 
have imagined it anything but 
a calamity if we did not have 
her. You see, little children have 
a way of proving to the fathers 
and mothers that God knows 
what He is doing when He gives 
them. 


, Joanna had been a baby so long 
She was a little fearful when Joy 
was born that she would lose her 
Place of honor in the family. So 
Dr. Rice jokingly told her, “That 
little old thing can be Mother’s 
baby and you can be Daddy’s 
baby!” Even now, as a married 
woman with a child of her own,

she still signs her letters to him. 
“Daddy’s baby.” 

The seriousness with which he 
set out to face the God-given re- 
sponsibility of training his daugh- 
ters for Christ is seen in a para- 
graph from his pen right after 
Joy’s birth. He said: 


Just a few months ago God 
gave us our baby, Sarah Joy. 
The other five children had all 
been converted. We had _ re- 
joiced more than once that now 
all of our little ones had 
peace in Christ and we 
be a united family in Heaven. 
And now, with the joy that 
comes with our five-month-old 
baby, there comes also a heavy

Then with Mary 
Lleys, the second girl, who in 
1930, while her mother. was 
reading to her the story of the 
crucifixion from Matthew, .sud- 
denly burst into tears and said, 
“Mother! Mother, I want to be 
saved!” And when little Joanna, 
the last one, found Christ not 
long ago, we were so happy. 
Now, what if the last one should 


grow up without any faith in 
her father’s God, without lov- 
ing Christ or trusting Him? 


What if she should wander away 
In sin and break our hearts? 
Home could not be happy as it 
ought to be with one prodigal. 
So, father and mother, I beg 
you, win your children to Christ. 


Thank God, those fears were 
groundless!

My wife and I, both university 
graduates, naturally were 
taught that little babies must 
never be taken into crowds and 
that little ones must be at home 
asleep by eight. We did not 
heed such talk, but all of our 
Six daughters were taken to 
church in a basket when they 
were four five weeks old. 
Usually there was no money to 
pay a maid to stay at home and 
keep the children. And if there 
had been money to hire a maid, 
we would not have wanted the 
kind maid who was willing 
to stay away from church. And 
we would not be guilty of keep- 
ing someone else from the house 
of God that we might worship 
with more freedom. So the little 
ones were to lie quietly, or to 
sit up and play with a rubber 
toy, or nibble a Graham cracker. 
There was no crying, no jab- 
bering, no confusion to disturb 
the public service. Others were 
forbidden to disturb the baby. 
The mother heard the sermon, 
took part in the song service, 
and otherwise lived a normal 
life,

Second, there has always beet 
very strict discipline, strong pun- 
ishment for sin and an early edu- 
in the philosophy, “You 
can’t do wrong and get by.” The 
Bible says, “Foolishness is bound 


in the heart of a child: but the 
rod of correction shall drive it far 
from him” (Prov. 22:15) and, 


‘“Withhold not correction from the 
child: for if thou beatest him with 
the rod, he shall not die.

Third, there has been a strong 
spiritual atmosphere in all their 
homelife.

er many. The girls remember 
from early experiences—as_ far 
back as consciousness can record 


the memory—of being aware ol! 
the reality of God. When children 
hear no songs but gospel songs, 
when they hear preaching of the 
Word of God regularly along with 
grown people, when they are pun- 
ished for disobedience consistent- 
ly, when they are taught to pray 


and read the Bible as little chil- 
dren, they soon come to realize 
their need for a Saviour and 
eagerly, willingly put their trust 
in Him. 

Each of the girls was given 


to God when she was born and is 
active now in His service. All the 
girls helped work their own way 
through college. All of them 
learned to work at their father’s 
office under careful, strict super- 
vision. I know from firsthand ob- 
servation that it is harder on them 


when they make mistakes than 
on others. They have always had 
very clear understanding about 


the time they must be in bed and 
if they went out at night they 
were to be back at a certain time, 
usually earlier than anyone else! 
When they had dates there were 
always chaperones. But that old- 
fashioned way of raising girls paid 
big dividends in the Rice famil5 
and they are. lovely Christian 
women today.

Bishop Hall, in a _ well-known 
extract, thus puts the point of 
earnestness in its relation to the 
prayer of faith.

deep. Thus prayer, if it be only 
dribbled forth from _ careless 
lips, fas at our feet. It is the 
strength of ejaculation and 
strong desire which sends it to 
Heaven, and makes it pierce the 
clouds. It is not the arithmetic 
of our prayers, how many they 
are; nor the rhetoric of our 
prayers, how eloquent they be; 
nor the geometry of our prayers, 
how long they be; nor the music 
of our prayers, how sweet our 
voice may be; nor the logic of 
our prayers, how argumentative 
they may be; nor the method 
of our prayers, how orderly they 
may be; nor even the divinity 
of our prayers, how good the 
doctrine may be;—which God 
cares for. He looks not for the 
horny knees which James is said 
to have had through the as- 
siduity of prayer. We might be 
like Bartholomew, who is said 
to have had a hundred prayers 
for the morning, and as many

Archbishop Leighton says: 

“It is not the gilded paper and 
good writing of a petition that 
prevails with a king, but the 
moving sense of it. And to that 
King who discerns the heart, 
heart-sense is the sense of all, 
and that which He only regards. 
He listens to hear what that 
speaks, and takes all as nothing 
where that is silent. All other 
excellence in prayer is but the 
outside and fashion of it. This 
is the life of it.” 


Brooks says: 


“As a painted fire is no fire, 
a dead man no man, so a cold 
prayer is no prayer. In a painted 
fire there is no heat, in a dead 
man there is no life; so in a 
cold prayer there is no omni- 
potency, no devotion, no bless- 
ing. Cold prayers are as arrows 
without heads, as swords with- 
out edges, as birds without 
wings; they pierce not, they cut 
not, they fly not up to Heaven. 
Cold prayers do always freeze 
before they get to Heaven. Oh 
that Christians would chide 
themselves out of their cold 
prayers, and chide themselves 
into a better and warmer frame 
of spirit, when they make their 
supplications to the Lord!” 


Take the case of the Syropheni- 
cian woman. When she called to 
the Master, it seemed for a time 
as if He were deaf to her request. 
The disciples wanted her to be 
sent away. Although they were 
with Christ for three years, and 
sat at His feet, yet they did not 
know how full of grace His heart 
was, Think of Christ sending away 
a poor sinner who had come to 
Him for mercy! Can you conceive 
such a thing? Never once did it 
occur. This poor woman put her- 
self in the place of her child. 
“Lord, help me!” she said. I think 
when we get so far as that in 
the earnest desire to have our 
friends blessed—when we put our- 
selves in their place—God will 
soon hear our prayer. 


Having Faith for Others 


I remember a number of years 
ago at a meeting I asked all those 
who wished to be prayed for to 
come forward and kneel or take 
seats in front. Among those who 
came was a woman, I thought by 
her looks that she must be a 
Christian, but she knelt down with 
the others. I said: “You are a 
Christian, are you not?” She said 
She had been one for so many 
years. “Did you understand the 
invitation? I asked those only who 
wanted to become Christians.” I 
Shall never forget the look on her 
face as she replied, “I have a 
son who has gone far away; I 
thought I would take his place 
today, and see if God would not 
bless him.” Thank God for such 
a mother as that! 


The Syrophenician woman did 
the same thing—‘“Lord, help me!” 
It was a short prayer, but it went 
right to the heart of the Son of 
God. He tried her faith, however. 
He said: “It is not meet to take 
the children’s bread and cast it 
to dogs.” She replied: ‘Truth, 
Lord; yet the dogs eat of the 
crumbs which fall from their 
masters’ table.” “OQ woman, great 
is thy faith!” 

What a eulogy He paid to her! 
Her story will never be forgotten 
as long as the church is on the 
earth. He honored her faith, and 
gave her all she asked for. Every 
one can say, “Lord, help me!” 
We all need help. As Christians, 
we need more grace, more love, 
more purity of life’ more right- 
eousness. Then let us make this 
prayer today. I want God to help 
me to preach better and to live 
better, to be more like the Son 
of God. The golden chains of faith 
link us right to the throne of God, 
and the grace of Heaven flows 
down into our souls. 

I do not know but what that 
woman was a great sinner; still, 
the Lord heard her cry. It may be 
that up to this hour you have 


.| been living in sin; but if you will 


cry, “Lord, help me!” He will an- 
swer your prayer, if it is an honest 
one. Very often when we cry to 
God we do not really mean any- 
thing. 

You mothers understand that. 
Your children have two voices. 
When they ask you for anything, 
you can soon tell if the cry is 


'a make-believe one or not. If 


it is, you do not give any heed 
to it; but if it is a real cry for 
help, how quickly you respond! 
The cry of distress always brings 
relief. Your child is playing around, 
and he says, “Mamma, I want 
some bread;” but he goes on 
playing. You know that he is not 
very hungry; so you let him alone. 
But, by and by, the child drops the 
toys, and comes tugging at your 
dress. “‘Mamma, I am so hungry!” 
Then you know that the cry is a 
real one; you soon go to the pan- 
try, and get some bread. 

When we are in earnest for the 
bread of Heaven, we will get it. 
This woman was terribly in 
earnest; therefore her petition was 
answered. 

I remember hearing of a boy 
brought up in an English alms- 
house. He had never learned to 
read or write, except that he could 
read the letters of the alphabet. 
One day a man of God came there 
and told the children that if they 
prayed to God in their trouble, 
He would send them help. After 
a time this boy was apprenticed 
to a farmer. One day he was sent 
out into the fields to look after 
some sheep. He was having rather 
a hard time; so he remembered 
what the preacher had said, and 
he thought he would pray to God 
about it. Someone going by the 
field heard a voice behind the 
hedge. They looked to see whose 
it was, and saw the little fellow 
on his knees, saying, “A, B, C, D,” 
and so on, The man said, “My 
boy, what are you doing?” He 
looked up, and said he was pray- 
ing. “Why, that is not praying; 
it is only saying the alphabet.” He 
said he did not know just how 
to pray, but a man once came 
to the poor-house, who told them 
that if they called upon God, He 
would help them. So he thought 
that if he named over the letters 
of the alphabet, God would take 
them and put them together into 
a prayer, and give him what he 
wanted. The little fellow was 
really praying. 

Sometimes, when your child 
talks, your friends cannot under- 
stand what he says; but the moth- 
er understands very well. So if 
our prayer comes right from the 
heart, God understands our lan- 
guage. It is a delusion of the 
Devil to think we cannot pray; 
we can, if we really want any- 
thing. It is not the most beautiful 
or the most eloquent language 
that brings down the answer; it 
is the cry that goes up from a 
burdened heart. When this poor 
Gentile woman cried out, “Lord, 
help me!” the cry flashed over the 


divine wires and the blessing 
came. So you can pray if you 
will; it is the desire, the wish 


of the heart, that God delights to 
hear and to answer. 


Expect to Receive When 
You Pray 


Then we must expect to receive 
a blessing. When the centurion 
wanted Christ to heal his servant, 
he thought he was not worthy to 
go and ask the Lord himself, so 
he sent his friends to make the 
petition. He sent out messengers 
to meet the Master, and say, “Do 
not trouble yourself to come; all 
you have to do is to speak the 
word, and the disease will go.” 
Jesus said to the Jews, “I have 
not found so great faith, no, not 
in Israel.”” He marvelled at the 
faith of this centurion; it pleased 
Him, so that he healed the serv- 
ant then and there. Faith brought 
the answer. 7 

In John we read of a nobleman 
whose child was sick. The father 
fell on his knees before the Mas- 
ter, and said, “Come down, ere 
my child die.’”” Here you have both 
earnestness and faith; and the 
Lord answered the prayer at once. 
The nobleman’s son began to 
amend that very hour. Christ hon- 
ored the man’s faith. 

In his case there was nothing 
to rest upon but the bare word 
of Christ, but this was enough. 
It is well to bear always in mind, 
that the object of faith is not 
the creature, but the Creator; not 
the instrument, but the Hand that 
wields it. 

Richard Sibbes puts it for us 
thus: 


“The object in believing is God, 
and Christ as Mediator. We must 
have both to found our. faith 
upon. We cannot believe in God, 
except we believe in Christ. For 
God must be satisfied by God; 
and by Him that is God must 
that satisfaction be applied—the 
Spirit of God—by working faith 


in the heart, and for raising it 
up when it is dejected. All is 
supernatural in faith. The things 
we believe are above nature; 
the promises are above nature; 
the worker of it, the Holy 
Ghost, is above nature; and 
everything in faith is above na- 
ture. There must be a God in 
whom we believe, and a God 
through whom we may know 
that Christ is God—not only by 
that which Christ hath done, the 
miracles, which none could do 
but God, but also by what is done 
to Him. 

“And two things are done to 
Him, which show that He is God 
—that is, faith and prayer. We 
must believe only in God, and 
pray only to God; but Christ 
is the object of both these. Here 
He is set forth as the object of 
faith, and of prayer in that of 
Saint Stephen, ‘Lord Jesus, re- 
ceive my spirit.’ And, therefore, 
He is God: for that is done unto 
Him which is proper and 
peculiar only to God. Oh, what 
a strong foundation, what bot- 
tom and basis our faith hath! 
There is God the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, and Christ the 
Mediator. That our faith may 
be supported, we have Him to 
believe on who supports Heaven 
and earth. 

“There is nothing that can 
lie in the way of the accom- 
plishment of any of God’s prom- 
ises, but it is conquerable by 
faith.” 


As Samuel Rutherford says, 
commenting on the case of the 
Syrophenician woman:

“See the sweet use of 
under a sad temptation; 
trafficketh with Christ and 
Heaven in the dark, upon plain 
trust and credit, without seeing 
any surety of dawn: Blessed are 
they that have not seen, and 
yet have believed. And the rea- 
son is because faith is sinewed 
and boned with spiritual cour- 
age; so as to keep a barred 
city against Hell, yea, and to 
stand under impossibilities; and 
here is a weak woman, though 
not as a woman, yet as a be- 
liever, standing out against Him 
who is ‘the Mighty God, the 
Father of Ages, the Prince of 
Peace.’ Faith only standeth out, 
and overcometh the sword, the 
world, and all afflictions. This 
is our victory, whereby one man 
overcometh the great and vast 
world.” 


Bishop Ryle has said of 
Christ’s intercession as_ the 
ground and sureness of our 
faith: 


“The bank note without a sig- 
nature at the bottom is nothing 
but a worthless piece of paper. 
The stroke of a pen confers on 
it all its value. Thesprayer of a 
poor child of Adam is a feeble 
thing in itself, but once indorsed 
by the hand of the Lord Jesus, 
it availeth much. There was an 
officer in the city of Rome who 
was appointed to have his doors 
always open, in order to receive 
any Roman citizen who applied 
to him for help. Just so the ear 
of the Lord Jesus is ever open 
to the cry of all who want 
mercy and grace. It is His office 
to help them. Their prayer is 
His delight.”’ 


Reader, think of this. Is not 


ee 


this encouragement? 

Let us close this chapter by 
referring to some of our Lord’s 
own words concerning faith in its 
relation to prayer: 


“And when He saw a fig tree 
in the way, he came to it, and 
found nothing thereon, but leaves 
only, and said unto it: Let no 
fruit grow on thee henceforward 
for ever. And presently the fig 
tree withered away. And when the 
disciples saw it, they marvelled, 
saying, How soon is the fig tree 
withered away! Jesus answered 
and said unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, If ye have faith, and 
doubt not, ye shall not only do this 
which is done to the fig tree, but 
also if ye shall say unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou cast into the sea; it shall 
be done. And all things, whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in prayer; be- 
lieveing, ye shall receive”—Matt. 
21 :19-22.

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“If Billy Graham had spoke 
here in Israel in fivent 
Hebrew instead of through 
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conversions, for our people are suffering from a 
spiritual hunger which neither our rabbis nor our 
leaders are capable of satisfying.” (From an

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tribulation judgments covers a 
period of seven years, as we be- 
lieve, yet it is called the Revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ. 


Now while there are not two 
Second Comings, as some say we 
teach, there are clearly two dis- 
tinct stages in His coming. He 
comes in the air to receive us 
to Himself in Heaven (John 14:3); 
He comes with all His saints to 
the earth (I Thess. 3:13). Between 
these two stages of His coming is 
the Great Tribulation. 


Rapture and Coming to Reign 
Are Described As Distinct, 
Dissimilar, Separated 
Events 


The necessity of an interval be- 
tween the coming for and the 
coming with the saints can be 
clearly observed if we compare 
the two distinct and dissimilar 
lines of prophecy describing both 
aspects of His coming. Dr. John 
Walvoord and Dr. Feinberg both 
list a number of definite contrasts 
between the rapture into Heaven 
and the descent of Christ to the 
earth with His people. The fol- 
lowing are some of them. 

Calling the first stage 1, and the 
second stage 2, mark these dif- 
ferences: 

1. All believers are translated; 
2.. There is no translation. 

1. The believers go to Heaven; 
2. The believers come down to 
earth. 

1. Occurs before the day of 
wrath; 2. Concludes the period of 
wrath. 

1. Is for believers only; 2. Af- 
fects all men. 

1. Is not seen by the world; 
2. Is visible to all on earth. 

1. Believers judged in Heaven 
for rewards: 2. Unbelieving na- 
tions are judged on the earth. 

1. Christ comes in the air but 
not to earth; 2. Christ comes to 
the Mount of Olives on the earth. 

1. No signs to be given; 2. Plen- 
ty of signs during the tribulation. 

1. Israel not affected by the 
rapture; 2. At the return to earth 
Israel will be regathered and re- 
stored to Palestine. 


All these points of contrast and 
more may be verified by Scripture. 
Even some post-tribulation writers 
admit an interval between the rap- 
ture and the return to the earth, 
although they do not permit an 
extended time. Two such are 
Henry Frost and R. V. Bingham. 
Dr. O. T. Allis writes, ““Whether 
this coming to earth will follow 
the coming into the air immedi- 
ately, or AFTER AN INTERVAL 
OF TIME, is uncertain.” 


A. J. Gordon, after describing 
the rapture to Heaven, then de- 
scribes the descent to earth: Be- 
lievers “now raised and _ trans- 
figured, will constitute a white- 
robed retinue to attend Him on- 
ward as He comes at last to ac- 
complish the restitution of all 
things. And yet, so far as we can 
read the outlines of prophecy, we 
infer that THERE WILL BE A 
PAUSE IN THE MARCH OF 
THIS DESCENDING PROCES- 
SION—how long we do not con- 
jyecture—while the advent judg- 
ments are visited upon Christen- 
dom.” 


Yes, beloved Dr. Gordon, there 
will be a pause during the terrible 
tribulation between the rapture 
and the descent to varth, but the 
church will not be left hanging 
in mid-air during that pause. She 
will be in the prepared place as 
Jesus promised-in John 14:3. 


Rapture to Be Unexpected, 
Unannounced: Coming to 
Reign Prophesied to the 

Day | 

And since we are dealing with 
the interval and contrasts between 
the two aspects of the Second 
Coming, this would be the best 
time to deal with one of the most 
significant contrasts. The Bible 
declares repeatedly that the com- 
ing of Christ to rapture the church 
will be unannounced, and there- 
fore, for even many Christians, 
unexpected, whereas the visible 
coming of Christ to earth will 
have plenty of announcement, A 
recognition of this contrast and 
its significance has been sufficient 
to convince many of the error of 


post-tribulation rapture. For if the 
rapture comes at the end of the 
Great Tribulation, then every Bi- 
ble statement regarding the Lord’s 
coming for the church being un- 
announced and unexpected would 
vas rendered altogether meaning- 
ess, 


It is a dull mind that cannot 
see the cogency of this argument. 
Repeatedly the Bible declares that 
the coming of Christ will catch 
unbelievers and even many be- 
lievers utterly unaware. Jesus said 
He would come “as a thief in the 
night.” A thief does not send a 
letter or postcard warning of his 
coming. Our Lord speaks of the 
servant who would be tempted to 
say, “My Lord delayeth his com- 
ing,” and who would be taken by 
surprise when his Lord unexpect- 
edly appeared. He further said, 
“If the good-man of the house had 
known in what watch the thief 
would come, he would have 
watched, and would not have suf- 
fered his house to be broken up” 
(Matt. 24:43). He warned that He 
would come and find some of His 
servants “sleeping.” The merest 
beginner in prophetic study knows 
that the coming for the saints is 
set forth repeatedly and consist- 
ently as an event, unheralded and 
unexpected, because there will be 
no spectacular warning given be- 
forehand. 


In the light of this fact, how can 
anyone believe that the coming 
of Christ for the church could 
possibly be at the end, instead of 
the beginning of the tribulation? 
How could’ the coming be unan- 
nounced if the awful tribulation 
precedes it? This question is un- 
answerable. ; 


During the _ tribulation ’§§ the 
Beast will be rampant upon the 
earth; no one can buy or sell with- 
out his mark; the believers will 
be hiding for their lives, and many 
will be martyred; the judgments 
of God will be unloosed upon man- 
kind; two witnesses will defy the 
Beast and unmask him as Satan’s 
counterfeit Christ; an angel flying 
in the midst of Heaven will pro- 
claim in every language the ever- 
lasting Gospel. Tell me this: In 
such a day, if the church were 
on earth, who would dream of 
saying, “My Lord delayeth his 
coming’? What servant will ‘“be- 
gin to eat and drink with the 
drunken” when believers cannot 
buy food? In a day when the 
enemies of God are stalking the 
earth seeking the blood of the 
saints, how could any servant of 
God be found “sleeping”? The 
Beast will see that every believer 
on earth in that day is awake. 
In such a day how could Christ’s 
coming be unexpected? 

And we must remember that the 


length of Daniel’s 70th week of 


years is plainly told and of the 
tribulation that ebhegins “in the 
midst of the week.”’ And the tribu- 
lation is promised to end. after 
the “1,260 days,” the “forty-two 
months,” the “time, and _ times, 
and dividing of time,” “three-and- 
a-half years.” Every believer on 
earth during the tribulation will 
think of nothing else but the com- 
ing of the Lord. Every judgment 


unloosed from Heaven will be a’ 


warning to both saint and sinner 
that Christ Himself will shortly 
burst from the sky. 

See, then, how tribulation before 
the rapture would vitiate every 
statement of Scripture that de- 
clares His coming to receive us 
to Himself will be entirely un- 
announced. Put the rapture at the 
beginning of the tribulation and 
every such passage becomes in- 
telligible. Certainly the Lord Je- 
sus had two stages of His coming 
in mind when He described the 
end time. His coming at the rap- 
ture -would be dateless, without 
signs, and entirely unheralded. 
The visible coming to the earth to 
destroy the Beast, fo regather 
Israel, and to establish the king- 
dom will have plénty of announce- 
ment. 

This becomes even more appar- 
ent when we think of the time 
of the Lord’s return. Take His 
words in Mark 13:33, “Take ye 
heed, watch and pray: for YE 
KNOW NOT WHEN THE TIME 
IS.” That is the very thing the 
church will know if she goes 
through the tribulation. The lat- 
ter half of the tribulation is stated 
to be three and a half years, 
forty-two months, twelve hundred 
and sixty days. In the middle of 
the seven years Antichrist will 
break his covenant with the Jews. 
All one needs to do to know the 
time of Christ’s visible coming 


'church is 


“immediately after the oe | 
tion,” will be to count 1,260 days 
from the breaking of the coven- 
ant, and he will have the exact 
day of Christ’s coming! 


Post-Tribulation Teachers Ad- 
mit Christ’s Return With 
Saints Will Be Expected 
At a Foretold Time 


So evident is this fact that some 
post-tribulationists have admitted 
it. Without seeing that the ad- 
mission is fatal to their view, Na- 
thaniel West and Scruby both de- 
clare that the church will know 
the time of the Lord’s coming! 
This will startle some of our 
readers, but it is true nevertheless, 
and serves to demonstrate how un- 
scriptural post-tribulation rapture 
is. Nathaniel West says, “When 
the Antichrist and the Jews are 
in covenant at the beginning of 
the seventieth week, and clearer 
still, when the breach occurs be- 
tween them at the middle of the 
week, then the determination of 
the year, perhaps the month, but 
never of the day or hour will be 
certain.” ' 


But why did not Dr. West say 
the day itself would be as easy 
to know as the year and the 
month on this same reckoning? 
People can count up to 1,260. The 
plain fact is, he hesitated to fol- 
low the clear implication of his 
own position because it would re- 
veal the day and hour of the 
rapture, and that, our Lord said, 
no man would know. 

Scruby, however, had no such 
reticence as West, and pursued 
the matter to its logical conclu- 
sion. He said, “May it not be that 
so accurate are biblical times and 
seasons, that the coming of Christ 
will occur seven Roman years, of 
360 days each, TO THE VERY 
HOUR, from the time that Anti- 
christ will confirm ‘the covenant 
with the Jews? Hence may it not 
be possible to know the day and 
the hour of Christ’s return?”’ 

There we have it in plain lan- 
guage, that the church will know 
the time, even to the day and 
hour, of Christ’s coming. And of 
course, Scruby is correct if the 
in the tribulation. She 
could not help knowing, since she 
would know of the breaking of 
the covenant. Yet such teaching 
is a flat denial of the words of 
Christ concerning that day when 
“one shall be taken, and the oth- 
er left.” “No man,” said Christ 
(and that includes Mr. Scruby), 
“knoweth the day.” 

Here, then, is evidence quite 
unanswerable, proving that post- 
tribulationists are mistaken and 
that rapture precedes the tribu- 
lation. The coming for the saints 
before the tribulation is to be en- 
tirely unannounced. Christ’s com- 
ing with all His saints at the end 
of the tribulation will have seven 
years of thunderous announce- 
ment by angels, by men, and by 
every act of God in that time of 
wrath. 

What I have Said above surely 
needs no confirmation. If it does, 
there are plenty to confirm it. 
Says Dr. John R. Rice on this 
phase of our subject, “If the com- 
ing of Christ for His saints must 
come after the tribulation, then 
everyone would know when it 
would occur. But no, no one 
knows, or can know, until the 
very day and hour when Jesus 
comes. Therefore, it must come 
before these carefuly ordered and 
scheduled events in the Great 
Tribulation time. The only way 
that the coming of Christ can be 
indefinite is that IT SHALL BE 
IMMINENT, that is, that He may 
come at any moment. So the rap- 
ture cannot be after the tribula- 
tion, or even in the midst of it. Not 
a single known event is required 
to come before the coming of | 
the Saviour and the rapture of the | 
saints, so it must be before the | 
tribulation.” 


Remember the Unexpected 
Suddenness of Christ’s Com- 
ing for the Saints Is Most 
Emphatic of all Pro- 
phetic Teaching 

I appeal to every person read- 
ing this message to ponder well 
the undeniable fact of the im- 
minency of Christ’s coming. Re- 
peatedly He taught that the time 
of His coming for His own would 
be unknown. Repeatedly He de- 
clared the event would be un- 
announced. Repeatedly He warned 
that His coming would catch 
many believers asleep and unpre- 
pared. How, then, could these re- 


iterated warnings of an unexpect- 
ed coming be true if all the earth- 
shattering events of the Great 
Tribulation preceded it? Every 
command to watch for His coming 
would be superfluous, even ridicu- 
lous, if all the world-shaking 
events of the tribulation must hap- 
pen beforehand. 


When Jesus said in Matthew 
24:44,.“In such an hour as ye 
think not the Son of man com- 
eth,” He referred to His coming 
for the church. Manifestly He 
meant that believers would not 
be thinking of His coming be- 
cause it would be unannounced, 
therefore unexpected, and many 
would be caught “unawares.” 
Could this possibly be true of 
any Christian in the awful tribu- 
lation when the judgments of God 
were deluging the earth? 

Our Lord said concerning His 
coming, “Take heed to yourselves, 
lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this 
life, and so that day come upon 
you unawares” (Luke 21:34). Can 
any open-minded person. fit that 
picture of luxury and ease for be- 
lievers into the horrendous period 
called the Great Tribulation? Who 
can imagine the servants of God 
“surfeiting”’ and occupied with 
“the cares of this life,” “eating 
and drinking with the drunken,” 
when no man can buy food who 
has not the mark of the Beast? 

Matthew 25:5 tells us that on 
the eve of the Bridegroom’s com- 
ing all the virgins would be asleep. 
Tell me this: Could such a situa- 


tion obtain among _ Christians 
when the dread Antichrist was 
stalking the earth seeking the 


blood of the saints? There will be 
no sleeping saints in the tribula- 
tion. The Beast will see to that! 

Tell me this: How could Christ 
say His coming for His people 
would be unheralded and unex- 
pected when the two witnesses of 
Revelation 11 are standing in Je- 
rusalem warning the world of the 
meaning of the judgments? 

Tell me how the rapture of the 
church could be unexpected when 
an angel is flying in the midst 
of Heaven preaching the Gospel in 
every known language, and Call- 


ing on men to repent because the 


hour of judgment has come? 


And tell me this: If mighty 
Babylon must suddenly be de- 
stroyed “in a single day” (Rev. 
18:8), and all the earth aware 


of it, how could any Christian be 
asleep concerning Christ's’ im- 
pending advent? 

And if at the seventh vial judg- 
ment we read “that there was 
a great earthquake, such as was 


not since men were upon the 
earth, so mighty an earthquake 
and so great... and the cities of 
the nations fell” (Rev. 16:18), 
tell me—if this unprecedented 
earthquake precedes the rapture, 
how can any believer be slumber- 
ing, unwatchful, and utterly un- 
aware of the nearness of Christ’s 
coming for them? The fact is that 
when the cities of the nations 
fall, and God rises “to shake ter- 
ribly the earth” (Isa. 2:19), the 
coming of Christ is all that any 
believer on earth living outside an 
insane asylum will be thinking 
about. 

There is absolutely no other an- 
swer to these questions than the 
one I have already given. There 
are two separate stages in the 
Second Coming, with an interval 
between. He comes in the air 
for His saints at the rapture, and 
before the tribulation judgments 
fall upon the world; He comes 
to earth with all His resurrected 
and raptured saints “immediately 
after the tribulation” (Matt. 24: 
29). The time of the first phase 
of His coming will never be 
known. The time of the second 
phase will be known since it will 
be immediately after the tribula- 
tion, and immediately means just 
that. 

Call pretribulation rapture an 
inference if you like, but if it is, 
then it is a valid inference. It is 
the one only key that will unlock 
the mysteries of prophecy. Post- 
tribulation rapture does not un- 
lock the door. It cannot. It is 
the wrong key. And that is why 
preachers who accept the post- 
tribulation view seldom preach on 
the Lord’s coming and the ap- 
proaching tribulation. By very in- 
stinct the people in Bible-believ- 
ing churches know that Christ 
may come at any time. They 
would rebel if any preacher denied 
it. So the post-tribulationist sel- 
dom preaches on prophecy. He 
is helpless to expound the book 
of Revelation. When questioned 
regarding details of God’s proph- 


etic program, he evades being 
specific. He says, “We do not 
know these things,” or “The Bible 
is not clear on that.’ He takes 
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Billy Sunday replied, “No I don’t; 
let the cat turn around.” In this 
book you will read many of the 
heart-moving illustrations which 
made Billy Sunday’s messages so 
listenable and dramatic.

of Jesus Christ, the sole authority 
of the Bible. In fact, Bishop Pike 
frankly confesses that he is on 
the move and doesn’t know where 
he is going. He,.coins a new theo- 
legical concept for his new posi- 
tion—‘‘Multiple Schizophrenia.” 


Joseph was the human father 
of Jesus ... . While many of his 
diocese were celebrating the virgin 
birth of Christ this Christmas, his 
position stood in sharp contrast: 
“While neither he nor I would 
deny the possibility of the miracle, 
the biblical evidence and the theo- 
logical implications seem to be in 
favor of assuming that Joseph 
was the human father of*Jesus.” 


On the uniqueness of the Chris- 
tian revelation he writes, “But I 
no longer regard grace, or the 
work of the Holy Spirit as limited 
explicitly to the Christian revela- 
tion.”” He shows his great appre- 
ciation for Buddha, .Socrates and 
Freud. He then describes a 100th 
Anniversary celebration for the 
sex-atheist Freud at his Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine when Pike 
was in New York City. 

Concerning salvation he states, 
‘The Bible seems to indicate that 
no one is saved except through 
Christ ... To Say no one is saved 
except through the earthly Jesus 
Christ would be impossible.”’ 

Episcopalian eyebrows will be 
raised when they read how close 
their Bishop is to atheism. “But 
the kind of a god I first believed 
in, Who would limit salvation to a 
select group of people who happen 
to have heard the news and heard 


it well is an impossible god. 
As to this god, I am now an 
atheist.” He continues this in- 
credible line by stating, “I have 
preached more and more in the 
past decade on the values of 
atheism and agnosticism. Atheists 
debunk the small god. I have 
found that in almost every. case 


the atheist is opposing a concept 
of God which I myself disbelieve. 
As to the agnostic, he often has 
doubts about things I have doubts 
about. There has to be a large 
measure of agnosticism in true 
religion.” 

His pulpit ethics .... He freely 
confesses that he does not be- 
lieve much of the creed which he 
recites every Sunday: “There are 
several phrases in the creed which 
I cannot affirm as literal prose 
sentences, but I can certainly sing 
them—as a kind of war song pic- 
turing major convictions in poetic 
terms Stated in plain prose, 
I certainly do not believe that 
Christ ‘sitteth on the right hand 
of the Father.’ ”’ | 

The historical reality of the 
Ascension of Christ is denied, as 
he tells about what parts of the 
Apostles’ Creed he cannot accept; 
“T feel the same about ‘ascended 
into Heaven.’ And the same about 
‘conceived by the Holy Ghost, and 
born of the Virgin Mary.’ ”’ 

He scoffs at. the doctrine of the. 
Trinity . “I see nothing in 
the Bible, as critically viewed, 
which supports this particularly 
weak and. unintelligible philosoph- 
ical organization of the nature 
of God.”’ 

A unique approach to evange- 
lism . . This includes the idea 
of making men Jews first before 
Christians. “As to those who know 
not Christ, I have become con- 
vinced that we cannot make new 
Christian without making them 
Jews first.” 

His attitude on the Bible could 
hardly be characterized even as a 
low view... “But the church is 
not under the judgment of the 
Bible finally, because the Bible is 
the work of the members of the 
church, and didn’t get gathered 
except as members. of the church 
finally gathered it . the Bible 
came along as a sort of Reader's 
Digest anthology. If the Bible is 
not important as a primary test, 
it is to use a lawyer’s phrase ‘the_ 
best evidence.’ ”’ 

He sums up this “baring of the 
soul” relating to his liberal posi- 
tion: “In short, I don’t believe as 
many things as I -belHeved ten 
years ago. But I trust that what I 
do believe, I believe more deeply.” 

But Bishop, what is there that 
is left?

cern of his life—concern for his 
soul. 

Never before had his sin become 
real to him. For the first time he 
realized that his own sin was a 
fatal mischief of his heart—a seed 
big with future grief, even as now 
it was the terror of his mind, the 
horror of his heart. He now be- 
lieved that all sin’s pleasures and 
promises are ghastly fiction, that 
“the wages of sin is death.” 

So men today are guilty of an- 
ger, adultery, arrogance; of blas- 
phemy, backbiting, backsliding; of 
covetousness, cursing, cheating, 
cruelty; of drunkenness, deception, 
disobedience; of envy, execution, 
divers evils; of falsehood, fornica- 
tion, forswearing; of gossip, greed, 
godlessness; of hatred, hypocrisy, 
heresy; of idolatry, injustice, infi- 
delity; of jealousy, joylessness, ‘fil- 
thy jesting; of killing, knavery, 
knifing; of lying, lewdness, lascivi- 
ousness; Of murder, malice, ma- 
ligning; of negligence, necromancy, 
superfluity of naughtiness; of 
omission, ordinariness, obsequious- 
ness; of pride, profanity, pettiness, 
perilous procrastination; of quar- 
relsomeness, foolish questions, 
quenching the Spirit; of rebellion, 
rage, rashness, retaliation; of slan- 
der, strife, sedition; of treason, 
theft, talebearing; of unbelief, un- 
cleanness, unrighteousness; of vio- 
lence, vice, variableness, vanity; 
of witchcraft, wantonness, worldli- 
ness, wavering; of years of yearn- 
ing for the transient and trivial 
things and yielding to temptation 
—and of zeal without knowledge 
of things that matter most. 

Many have knowledge of them- 
selves and others that they are 
plowing iniquity and reaping the 
same (Job 4:8), that they are af- 
flicted because of their iniquity 
(Ps. 107:17)—‘“add iniquity unto 
their iniquity” (Ps. 69:27). 

Men are, as Isaiah said, ‘a peo- 
ple laden with iniquity” (Isa. 1:4); 
and every person needs to pray—in 
humble penitence: “Pardon my 
iniquity; for it is great” (Ps. 25: 
11)—knowing that, as Jeremiah 
wrote, “people hath a _ revolting 
and rebellious heart” (Jer. 5:23), 
‘that their sins have withholden 
good things from them’ (Jer. 5: 
25). We acknowledge the truth of 
these words: “Your iniquities have 
separated between you and your 
God, and your sins have hid his 
face from you” (Isa. 59:2), that 
“our sins testify against us” (Isa. 
59:12). 

Knowing the horrible things 
done in our land, knowing our 
own individual sinfulness, we face 
God’s 


ITI—INDICTMENT. 

God says we are “a sinful nation, 
a people laden with iniquity .... 
corrupt ... provokers and forsak- 
ers of the Lord... revolters... 
full of putrifying soreness .. . no 
soundness in us” (Isa. 1:4-6). 

Note the awful indictment: The 
faithful city is become a harlot... 


oe 
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Sword of the Lord 


murderess .. 
dross . 


. the silver is become 
. companions of thieves 
.. all seeking rewards (Isa. 1:21- 
23). All have gone astray, every 
one has turned to his own way 
(Isa. 53:6). 

Consider again the indictment 
made by God—to whom darkness 
and light are both alike (Ps. 139: 
12)—-God who understands our 
thoughts afar off, even as He 
counts our footsteps (Job 31:4): 
There is none righteous: none that 
seeketh after God; none that doeth 


good; no fear of God is before 
their eyes. “All have _ sinned” 
(Rom, 3). 

All off us—every man and wom- 
an of us—must say: “I have 
sinned.” 

Procrastinating, plague-cursed 
Pharaoh said: “I have sinned” 
(Exod. 10:16). Aaron, confessing 


his own sin and the peoples’ wick- 


ed ways, said to Moses: “We have 
sinned” (Num. 12:11). Baalim., 
pliable and perverse, said to the 
angel of the Lord: “I have sinned” 
(Num. 22:34). Achan, covetous 
and greedy for gold, said to Josh- 
ua: “I have sinned against the 
Lord God’ (Josh. 7:20). King 
Saul, stubborn and self-willed, said 


to Samuel: “I have sinned” (I 
Sam. 15:24)—an@ to David: “I 
have sinned” (I Sam. 26:21). 

King David, in three guilty con- 
fessions—once to Nathan (II Sam. 
12:13), and twice to God, said: “I 
have sinned” (II Sam. 24:10, 17). 


Nehemiah, in penitential prayer, 
said: “I and my father’s house 
have sinned” (Neh. 1:6). 


Job, speaking in anguish of spir- 
it, said: “I have sinned” (Job 7: 
20). Jeremiah, confessing his own 
and the peoples’ sin, said: “We 
have sinned’ (Jer. 3:25). Micah, 
thinking of the remnant in the Iast 
days wrote, “I have sinned against 
him” (Micah 7:9). Judas, Devil- 
ridden in remorse before he “went 
and hanged himself” (Matt. 27:5), 
said: “I have sinned” (Matt. 27:4). 

The prodigal, wretched, at and 
back from the hog trough, said: “I 
have sinned” (Luke 15:18). 

What Pharaoh said, what Aaron 
said, what the psalmist said, what 
Achan said, what King Saul said, 
what King David said, what Nehe- 
miah said, what Jeremiah said, 
what Job said, what Micah said, 
what the prodigal said, every one 
of us must say: “I have sinned.” 

The Bible declares, history tes- 
tifies, and human experience re- 
veals our common depravity. Man 
is by nature a child of wrath 
(Eph. 2:3). Sin has singled out 
every member of the human race 
as its chief protagonist. No mem- 
ber of the human family has es- 
caped sin’s corruption—no, not 
one, 

Now we are to consider a mat- 
ter of imperative 


IV—IMPORTANCE. 

Weighty with eternal issues is 
the importance of getting God's 
answer to the question: “What 
shall I do to be saved?” Consider- 
ing the brevity of life, the sure- 
ness of death, the imminence of 
the Lord’s unexpected return, it is 
more important for the soul’s wel- 
fare than sap for the life of a 
tree, steam for the steam engine’s 
power, blood for the body’s health. 
More importance it has for the 
soul’s salvation than words for the 
orator, water for cleansing, musi- 
cal instruments for musicians’ con- 
certs, facts for historians, numbers 
for mathematicians, telescopes for 
astronomers, scalpels for surgeons, 
wings for birds’ flights, oil for 
machinery, tools for carpenters, 
burial for the dead. 

More important it is to give 
obedience to the answer to this 
question than to be diligent in 
business, to provide for one’s fam- 
ily, to gain and hold political pow- 
er and prestige—yea, than to gain 
the whole world. Jesus asked: 
“For what is a man profited, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul?” (Matt. 16:26). 

Though a man possess ail pearls 
in all seas, all cattle on all hills, 
all flocKs in all meadows, all oil 
wells in all fields, all precious 
stones in all mines, all houses and 
lands on all regions, and yet has 
not the Lord Jesus Christ as Sav- 
iour, he shows folly worse than 
idiocy. Jesus said: “A man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth” 
(Luke 12:15). 

Jesus spoke a parable saying the 


forth plentifully—and this man 
had to make room to bestow his 
fruits. And the rich man said he 
would pull down his barns and 
build greater, and there bestow 
all his goods. “And I will say to 
my soul, Soul, thou hast MUCH 
goods laid up for many years... 
But God said unto him, Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired o@thee.”’ And Jesus went on 
to say that like unto the fool who 
thought he would have many years 
and had only one night to enjoy 
his goods is he who “layeth up 
treasures for himself, and is not 
rich toward God’ (Luke 12:17-21). 
Now note, as to the answer to 
this important question, Paul’s 


V—INSTRUCTION. 

What was Paul’s instruction? 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” That 
was, and is, God’s one and only 
plan—revealing the futility and 
impertinence of all plans man is 
able to devise. 

Paul's instruction was not start- 
ling with subtle speculations, not 
tantalizing with twistings of truth, 
not bewildering with incredible re- 
quirements, not mystifying with 
dry theological meandering, not 
puzzling with prophetic pronounce- 
ments, not repugnant with conceit, 
not abominable with lack of 
surance. 

Paul’s instructions did not urge 
the jailer to change his environ- 
ment, did not exhort him to do 
some “positive thinking’ and es- 
chew evil habits and make prom- 
ises to do better. Paul did not urge 
him to cherish convictions of his 
own personal worth, to esteem 
himself better than religious pro- 
fessors or the jailbirds im the pris- 
on. Paul did not instruct him to go 
out and do good works, to “turn 
over a new leaf.” Paul knew, even 
as we should know, such does not 
solve the sin question. Besides, the 
Scripture is very explicit: “By 
grace are ye saved ... NOT of 
works” (Eph, 2:8, 9). 

Paul did not instruct this terri- 

fied man, who knew he was lost 
and ruined in God’s sight and who 
needed soul salvation, to give up 
his sinful pleasures and work out 
his own salvation—because the 
man could not work out what he 
did not have. No—no more than a 
man can work out of his pocket a 
ten-dollar bill which is not in his 
pocket. The unsaved have no sal- 
vation to work out. Nor did Paul 
tell the man to pray for forgive- 
ness. Jesus did not instruct the in- 
telligent, moral, religious Nicode- 
mus, teacher of the Jews, to pray. 
He said: “Whosoever believeth... 
should not perish’ (John 3:16). 
Paul’s answer was swift, simple, 
sensible, sure. “Believe!” That is 
the first, last, unvarying command 
of God to the unsaved. 
That command of God many 
make to mean too much, while 
others make it to mean too little— 
as we have heard. Many look upon 
God’s simple salvation plan as 
something deducible by logic, a 
puzzle to be solved, a perplexing 
problem, a sort of deciphering of 
hieroglyphics. Thus do they make 
Paul’s answer mean too much. 

Others take the command to be- 
lieve to mean believing something 
about Jesus. They make “believe” 
to mean acquiesence in praises giv- 


as- 


made about Him, acceptance of 
biological and historical facts of 
His life. Thus do they make “be- 
lieve’ mean too little. 

To believe truths about Jesus is 
mere mental assent, while to be- 
lieve ON Jesus is to put your con- 
fidence in Jesus, to have faith in 
Him, and trust Him to do what 
He says He will do. 

To believe that Jesus preferred 
earth to Heaven, servitude to sov- 
ereignty, Calvary and the cross 
to Heaven and its throne, on pur- 
pose that He might die, is not be- 
lieving ON Jesus. 

A man may believe all he wants 
about Christ, but he-will not be 
saved. A man believes on Jesus 
when by an act of his will he 
trusts himself to Christ—so that 
Christ car? save him. True belief 
is the absolute, complete, final 
submission of one’s life to Christ 
for His merciful forgiveness and 
for His guidance—by one supreme 
act of faith. Man’s soul must say 
to Christ: “For once and for all, 
for time and eternity, for joy and 
for sorrow, for life and for death, 
come weal or woe, by day and by 
night, forever and forever, I will 
trust Thee.” To fail to do this is 
the one tragic failure deadly as sin

We can now wisely consider, as /[ 
to the soul’s salvation, the matter 
of 


VI—INSTANTANEOUSNESS. 
The salvation of the jailer was 
the matter of a minute only—and 
a matter not hidden from others, 
even as the miracles of Jesus were 
publicly and instantaneously 
wrought. As Moses, in Egypt, lifted 
his rod as though he held in his 
arms the omnipotent of God's an- 
gel, and there was the sudden sun- 
dering of the deep, so Christ Jesus 
caused the wild and raging waves 
and winds suddenly to become as 
soft murmurs. 

With suddenness, on the road to 
Nain, the widow’s son, captive of 
death, was restored to his home 
and the grave listened in vain for 
the coming of the mourner’s steps; 
and quickly the widow’s heart be- 
came a heaven of delight—her 
son again alive, her Lord at he 
side. As the miracle at Nain was a 
matter of minutes—not hours—so 


also was the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead. 

Publicly, Jesus gave sight to the 
blind, hearing to the deaf, speech 


to the dumb, strength to the lame, 
wholeness to the maimed, clean- 
ness to the leper, soundness to the 
paralytic, self-possession to the 
demoniac, peace to the lunatic, 
health to the diseased, life to the 
dead, resurrection to the buried 
in daylight, in common highways, 
in populous towns, in crowded 
cities—with thousands in his train, 
or lesser throngs grouped around 
Him. Thus did our Lord perform 
His works. 

But the miracles of Jesus were 
not only publicly wrought but were 
also instantaneous in results. The 
eyes that were all gloom one in- 


stant, were all glory the next. The 
lips that were silent as the grave 
one instant, were musical with 


rapid eloquence the next. The pal- 
sied arm that hung trembling at 
the side one minute, thrilled with 
teeming energy the next. The lame 
foot that lay helpless or stumbled 
one minute, moved with nimble- 
ness the next. The miserable ma- 
niac, maddened with demons, in 
the twinkling of an eye ‘became 
gentle as a lamb. 

So also is the salvation of the 
unsaved—one minute a man is a 
child of the Devil, the next a child 
of God. Instantly, when the un- 
saved believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, they are brought out of the 
pit to the throne, out of bondage 
into liberty, out of sin’s sickness 
into Christ’s health, out of un- 
righteousness into righteousness, 
out of death into life. There is no 
such thing as salvation by degrees. 
No—no more than one is saved 
from drowning by degrees, or res- 
cued from a burning home by 
stages. But immediately, even in- 
stantly, is the one who acceptingly 
believes on Jesus saved. 

When an unsaved one believes 
on, not just about Jesus, that one 
is forgiven for all sins, justified, 
regenerated, washed from his sins 
in the blood of Christ (Rev. 1:5). 
Though a man’s character should 
be like a crimson web woven in 


made as transparently pure as 
snow—instantly. As quickly as God 
answered Elijah’s prayer on Mt, 
Carmel, God casts the believing 
sinner’s sins behind His back (Isa. 
38:17)—blotting them out as a 
thick cloud (Isa. 44:22), “Blotting 
out the handwriting of ordinances 
that was against us” (Col. 2:14). 
More quickly than John the Bap- 
tist baptized Jesus, do. sinners

It is foolishly contrary to the

Some have 
supposed that conversion is a grad- 
ual process—requiring much time 
and agonizing prayer. How long 
does it-take for a son to believe 
what his father says? A moment 
only. How long does it take to 
look upon a mountain top? Only a 
moment. 

How long did it take a serpent- 
bitten Israelite to be cured? A 
moment only. “And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Make thee a fiery 
serpent, and set it upon a pole: 
and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when he 
looketh upon it, shall live’ (Num, 
21:8). The one moment the ser- 
pent-poisoned Israelite was dying. 
The next moment, by simply look- 
ing on the brazen serpent, he was 
completely healed. “And Moses 
made a serpent of brass, and put

feel I ought to make about Bis- 
hop Pike’s infidelity. 

1. A Man Who Does Not Be- 
lieve the Bible, Does Not

Jesus said plainly in Matthew 
7:15, “Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in _ sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves.” Jesus said about 
these false prophets that “ye shall 
know them by their fruits” (Matt. 
7:16). We are specifically warned 
to be on guard against people who 
pretend to be Christians, but who 
deny the fundamentals of the his- 
toric Christian faith.

refuge in a sort of prophetic 
agnosticism (we do not know) 
for the obvious reason that he 
cannot answer the questions I 
have raised above. 


The consequence of such post- 
tribulation teaching is to rob the 
blessed hope of its blessedness, 
and to give in its place a be- 
clouded hope, a befuddled hope, 
and instead of leaving God’s peo- 
ple happy over the fact of Christ’s 
coming, it leaves them bewildered.

I hold it to be a griev- 
ous thing for a preacher or teacher 
to rob his hearers of the joy of 
the blessed hope. This post-tribu- 
lationism does. 


reason why only about two hundred 
joined the co-operating churches 
in the six month’s period following 
the San Francisco campaign, out 
of a total number of some 27,000 
people coming forward! I believe 
that shows why, of some 1,300 
Catholics who came forward (the 
official report of the campaign 
by the man appointed by Dr. Gra- 
ham and by the ministerial asso- 
ciation), these are “practically 
still all Catholic.” To run with 
infidels may make a big splash 
in the headlines and may get big
